MONTGOMERY, Ala.,: June 25 
(P)—Waving the banner of the 
“common laboring man,” a 35-year- 
old cotton mill employe and former 
shipyard worker, entered the race 
for the U. S. Senate Tuesday and 
immediately announced plans for 
a “hitchhiking” campaign. 

Ruddy-faced Ted Allen, of Union 
Springs, qualified as a candidate 
in the July 30 Democratic primary 
called to choose a nominee for 
the unexpired term of the late 
Sen. John H. Bankhead, of Ala- 
bama. Democratic nomination is 
equivalent to election. 

Allen, who described himself as 
“just a common working man” 
and a “political hobbyist,” said he 
got into the campaign “to see if a 
common, ordinary man can get 
elected to high office.” And, he 
added, “I think he can.” 

He said he planned to make his 
first speech in Union Springs 
“about Monday” and would visit 
“every town in Alabama if I can” 
traveling “by bus or hitchhike,” 
mostly the latter. 

“I think I’ll make me a shoulder 


sign to tell the people who I am,” 
he added. 

Pointing to the victory of James 
E. (Big Jim) Folsom, Cullman in- 
surance man, in the recent guber- 
natorial primary, Allen asserted, 
“IT think I have seen democracy 
on the march in Alabama.” 

He said he was “not financially 
able” to conduct a campaign him- 
self, and would have no head- 
quarters, but voiced the belief that 
“the people would rather help a 
man pay his way who isn’t con- 
nected up with professional poli- 
tics.” 

Folsom in his race for governor 
took up donations from his crowds. 

Allen said he was a “self-edu- 
cated” man who went only 
through the ninth grade in school 
but who has “studied in night 
school and at home.” And, he re- 
marked, “I’m considered pretty 
well educated.” His only previous 
political venture, he added, was a 
race for City Council at Union 
Springs, and he lost that. 

An employe of Cowikee Mills at 
Union Springs, he said he worked 
in shipyards at Mobile during the 


war. 
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His plan of obtaining ‘purity in 
elections’ was a law, not a repeal 
of laws aimed at fraud and chican- 
ery. That was five years ago in 
1941.” 

Troutman reviewed another 
speech by Talmadge when he dis- 
cussed the ex-Governor’s efforts

ing Talmadge, can you imagine 
him treating Ed or Roy differently 
if he was in control. When it was 
over, Talmadge shouted. ‘We must 
have purity in elections.’ 


“Furthermore,” Troutman con- 
tinued, “he also had a plan then 
as to how to get that purity. Here 
it is in his own language: 


A CHALLENGE 


“*There are practically no laws 
governing primaries in Georgia. 
The recent Primary in Georgia has 
been a challenge to the people that 
we need laws. The contest just 
completed before the Convention 
in Macon will serve the purpose of 
waking up the people of Georgia 
to the necessity of passing laws 
to protect the ballot box. I have 
always fought for this and shall 
continue to do so.” 

Delving into the legal aspects of 
the necessity for Primary laws, 
Troutman said: ‘“‘We do need laws 
to insure honesty in Primary elec- 
tions. For many years we have 
had them. We will continue to 
need them because the Primary 
election, in fact, is part and parcel 
of our election machinery. As 
Talmadge said: ‘It is tantamount 
to election.” But now Talmadge 
and Harris have a new plan. They 
say: ‘Repeal the laws. Just leave 
it to us, the professional politici- 
ans’ in the Party.” 

Troutman pointed out in detail 
what would happen if the Primary 
laws are abolished. “Let’s assume 
for this discussion that it can be 
done,” he said. “That is, that by 
revoking the legal protection for 
fraud and chicanery, and leaving 
all control in Party hands alone, 
we can exclude the Negro. How 
will it work? 


CONVENTION SUPREME 


“Under the rules of the Party, 
we hold a Convention following a 
Primary. The Convention is su- 
preme in all things. It makes all 
rules and all decisions. It is com- 
posed of delegates from each 
County, selected by the successful 
candidates for Governor in that 
County, That is, Carmichael names 
the delegates from the Counties he 
carries, Talmadge and Rivers like- 
wise. The candidate with the ma- 
jority of County unit votes con- 
trols the Convention. He dictates 
the rules. and the decisions on all 
contests and on all charges of 
fraud, etc., in the Primary. Under 
the Harris-Talmadge plan there is 
no appeal, no punishment for il- 
legal voting or for stuffing the bal- 
lot box, buying votes or fraud in 
counting them. 

“As Talmadge once said the Pri- 
mary is just a gentleman’s agree- 
ment. You can readily see what 
power their plan would place in 
the hands of Talmadge and Harris 
if they can get control of the Con- 
vention. They would henceforth 
control the Party—and make the 
rules for future primaries to suit 
themselves.”

Jimmie Carmichael has declared that ex-Gov. Rivers is “out of 
the race,” but that Rivers is “working hand-in-glove with Talmadge 


because the same power is financing and backing them both.” 


As Carmichael “wrote” Rivers | 
out of the race, Ex-Gov. Talmadge 
hit back at Gov.

Meanwhile, Rivers, speaking at 
Americus, continued to ridicule 
Talmadge as a “regular sheik on 
Atlanta dance floors and a red- 
gallused hick out in the country.”

Draft To Continue: 
Holiday Is Approved 


WASHINGTON, June 25—(4)—With word from the Army that 
it will draft nobody in July and August, the House Tuesday passed 
final bills continuing the Draft Act and raising the pay of servicemen. 

The draft extender, replacing a stopgap act expiring at midnight 


Sunday, permits the induction of 19-year-olds 


ing of 18-year-olds. It limits com- 
pulsory service of inductees to 18 
months, prohibits the drafting of 
fathers, fixes the size of the 
Armed Forces and requires the 
discharge, at their request, of 
fathers in service on Aug. 1 of this 
year. 

The pay raises range from 50 
percent for buck privates and ap- 
prentice seamen to 10 percent for 
five-star generals and admirals. 

Both measures were sent to the 
Senate, where the extension meas- 
ure was immediately paved and 
sent t othe White House.

cutting without replanting, Tinker 
declared. 


In addition to increased appro- 
priations, the proposed measure

men‘, Tinker estimated. 

The Director, in an interview, 
pointed out that only 7,000,000 
acres in Georgia are under or- 
ganized fire protection at present 
and that approximately 35 rangers 
compose the field force for the 
Department. 


Under the increased appropria- 


tions plan, state-wide forest fire 
protection and tree planting on 
forest land and abandoned farm 
lands would be possible. 


The act also would provide a 
tree nursery for each of Georgia's 
10 Congressional districts. Two are 
owned by the State Forestry De- 
partment now, one at Flowery 
Branch and the other in Albany. 
The nursery in Albany, however, 
is not operating this year because 
of the shortage of seed, Tinker 
said. 

County participation in the for- 
estry plan is required at present 
and is one of the reasons the State 
Forestry program is limited, Tink- 
er explained. However, if every 
Georgia county participated, the 
Department, under the present set- 


up, would not have enough funds 


to match county money. 


New features sought under the 
proposed measure include: one 
technically trained forester for 
each county, one fire truck fully 
equipped and manned for each 
50,000 acres of forest land, and one 
airplane fully equipped and man- 


ned for detecting and reporting 
forest fires, for every 1,000,000 
acres of forest land.

Butter jumped from 55 cents to $1.50 
a pound within three hours in Richmond, 
Va., this week following publication of an 
erroneous report that price control on 
dairy products had been lifted. 

Small wonder the Senate-House Con- 
ference Committee didn’t have the courage 
to Main Senate provisions for exempting 
meat, livestock, dairy and poultry products 
in the OPA extension bill. 

Nevertheless, we remain far from con- 
vinced that the compromise proposal, as 
finally evolved, is anything but a poorly 
constructed scarecrow which will not fool 
or halt the birds of prey of inflation. 

While extension of price control for 
as much of the next year as may be 
necessary is essential to the nation’s eco- 
nomical soundness, the compromise pro- 
posal includes so many hidden loopholes 
and outright concessions to various pres- 
sure groups that it might well be better 
to let OPA expire in its entirety next Sun- 
day at midnight. 


‘Speak or Die’ 


_ All over the State, democratic Geor- 
gians have taken up The Constitution’s 
demand that legislative candidates take a 
stand for or against home rule. 

_ The people, who were given a shameful 
runaround by the last General Assembly, 
are determined that home rule provisions 
of the new State Constitution shall be 
carried out, and they are preparing to 
Tepudiate any would-be Legislator who 
seeks to evade the issue. | 

_ In this connection, we are pleased to 
note that Georgia’s next Governor has 
again gone on record as strongly favoring 
local control over local affairs. 

Speaking last week in Lyons, James V. 
Carmichael deplored the “sausage mil!” 
legislative machinery which for years has 
ground out local bills at the rate of one 
a minute with the people most affected 
having no real voice in the decision. 

“Too long,” said Carmichael, “have the 
affairs of counties and cities been decided 
by remote control.” 

Carmichael, squarely facing an issue 
upon which old-line politicians have not 
dared to touch, has promised to oppose 
the vicious system whereunder unscrupu- 
lous Legislators have moulded local laws 
to their own selfish whim without even 
bothering to consult—or ofttimes even to 
notify—the people concerned. 

As a former member of the Georgia 
General Assembly, Carmichael well knows 
home rule would promote legislative effi- 
ciency by eliminating the clutter of local 
bills which prevent careful consideration 


That would at least serve to warn con- 
sumers to be on the alert for the inflation- 
ary whirlwind which is currently impend- 
ing. 

And it would certainly be more demo- 
cratic in that certain industries would not 
be restricted and penalized while others, 
with more articulate lobbies, were given 
carte blanche to charge whatever the traf- 
fic will bear. 

For that reason, we are inclined to hope 
the President will veto the compromise 
OPA extension bill and let the nation’s 
economy undergo a temporary upsurge of 
readjustment. This, despite the fact that 
a great many innocent people will be irre- 
trievably injured in the process. 

Clearly it has been demonstrated that 
Congress is in no mood to continue OPA 
with the authority which it would need to 
do the job which really should be done. 

That being the case, let us ditch the 
whole business and set about as best we 
can to ride out the inevitable storm.

Words That 
Stop Thinking 


a There are certain words which possess un- 
A usual power. 

, They can halt the processes of thought. 
_ When the mind encounters one of these words thinking stops, 
is neatly parked in the brain’s garage, and the faster, more reckless 
vehicle of emotion is brought out on the mental highway. 

The emotional car has 12 cylinders and jet propulsion. 

It travels fast. But it doesn’t steer well. It has very unreliable 
brakes and can't be stopped within a mile or so of facts. In truth, 
it more often than not runs slap over the facts and ends up in the 
ditch of error. 

This sort of car runs on many tracks. 

It is the favorite vehicle of a certain type politician. They sent 
it scorching through the hustings seeking to divert the mind of the 


people from facts. 
These words often cause Congress to stop thinking and become 


emotional. 

For instance, the best news out of Washington is 
Propaganda the Senate’s restoration of $9,000,000 to the State 
Department's appropriation for carrying on its overseas information 
program, particularly shortwave news broadcasts. 

Secretary James Byrnes formerly -had pleaded in vain for the 
appropriation. It now must pass the House where the original cut 
was made. 

The House cut was caused by the strange power of the word 
“propaganda.” When the House heard that word, falsely used by 
uniformed or prejudiced opponents of the bill, it ceased to think 
and became emotional. 

There is nothing wrong with the word propaganda. 

Propaganda can be a perfectly proper activity. 

There is nothing wrong with the word “politician.” It has come 
to connote something slightly over on the wrong side of the cul- 
tural tracks because of some politicians, their lack of character and 
their activities. 

So, the highly desirable and vital job of providing information 
about this country was smeared, and nullified, by the brush of 


“propaganda.” 

Facts Let us look at Czechoslovakia. It was the nation known 
in the early years after the first World War as the only 

nation with the label ‘“‘Made in Pittsburgh.” This was because the 

Czech government-in-exile met there and formed the government. 

Woodrow Wilson was its great hero. They had a chief street 
named for him and a large statue of him. 

The nation was entirely friendly to the United States. 

What is the situation there now? 

The Czechs have no idea the United States had anything to do 
with defeating Japan. They think Russia did it. 

Why do they think so? 

Russia pours a daily broadcast into Czechoslovakia—and other 
European countries, particularly the Balkans, presenting a highly 
distorted picture of the part played by the Soviets in the Pacific 
war with Japan. (Russia and Britain also beam programs to South 
America.) 

What have the Czechs—and other countries in Middle Europe 
heard from the United States? 

Not a single word. 

All the world would like to know what part we had in the war. 
Few countries had any chance to hear from us during the war. Only 
a few illegal, “underground,” or secret receiving sets received any 
news. 

Now, our State Department wishes to send out straight news, 
telling the accurate, factual story of what we have done and are 
doing. 

The Russians, for instance, know not a word of the current argu- 
ment at this, or previous Big Four meetings, except the few brief 
items published in their newspapers. 

The role of the atom bomb—and our program for what is our 
invention and, temporarily at least, our exclusive weapon, is not 
known in Russia or Middle or Eastern Europe. 


Can any fair-minded person say that a factual news report, 
taken from our news agencies, would be improper propa-

ganda? CO 
By what stretch of imagination can it be deducted that it is 


wrong for this country to tell its story, factually? 

In a decision, tragic in its misunderstanding and shortsighted- 
ness, the AP and the UP decided their own independence and the 
independence of the American press was not strong enough to allow 
their own government to broadcast, with credit, the news produced 
and sent out to American newspapers. And sold, incidentally, to for- 
eign newspapers, including Franco’s Spain, and totalitarian Turkey , 
and Russia. 

The whole world is eager for the clean taste of news from free 
America. The agencies can’t do the job because their files, however 
adequate, is at the mercy of editors and broadcasters wha select only 
the items they want to print or broadcast. Their files are adequate as 
sent—but not as published or broadcast. The result is, and has been, 
a distorted picture. Only the State Department can do the necessary 
job. 
’ The American press and news agencies enjoy their reputation 
for freedom because their country is free and its Constitution pro- 
vides them guarantees of freedom. 

By all means let us urge the House to join with the Senate so 
that the voice of America may be heard telling its own story.

Because William S. Hart began his movie career in 1914 and re- 
tired in 1925. If he died at 83, that would make him 51 in 1914 and 
62 in 1925. And no one could ever believe that the man who was, un- 
doubtedly, the grandest player of Western roles the screen has ever 
seen, was past the half century mark when he first used his smoking 
two guns to make a villain bite the dust. 

I remember Bill Hart from the days before 1914, before he went 
to Hollywood. He was, first, an actor of the legitimate stage. Few 
people remember, but he played the title role for years in that stage 
spectacle, “Ben Hur.” That was the show, you know, which included 
a chariot race; with real horses racing on a treadmill that kept them 
on stage, in full view of the audience, as they stretched into full 


gallop. 

Hart’s success as a hard-riding, quick-shooting, im- 
Poker Face placable enemy of evil in stories of the Old West, 
was due largely to his stern, unemotional, expressionless poker face. 
He always looked the same. Cold, unsmiling, blank. Which is ex- 
actly how romantic heroes of that type should look. Ask any boy 
in his early ’teens. Such a hero is above such weaknesses as emotion 
in any form. Through all the danger, the excitement, the triumph 
embodied in the plot, he must remain the same unmoved, fearless 
unemotional character. 

Hart was a great rider. I forget the name of the horse which 
was almost as well known to screen fans as Hart himself. But, to- 
gether, they did stunts unsurpassed in the years since. 

The news story of his death listed a few of the better known 
films in which he appeared. They didn’t name one, however, which 
I always think of when his name bobs up. That film was titled 
“Hell’s Hinges.” It was the usual Western plot, but there was 
something about it that made it stick in mind—my mind, at least— 
as the best Hart picture I ever saw. 

I saw most of them, too. In those old days it was an event when 
the movie house could offer a Hart Western. 

It was, of course, in the era of silent movies. I have heard it said 
one of the main reasons why Hart did not survive the coming of 
screen sound was that his voice did not fit, too well, his appear- 
ance. Still, he was a fine actor in the thoroughly virile role of Ben 


Hur, on the stage, so that alibi seems silly. 
If he was, actually, 61 years old at retire- 


Reason Enough ment, that is reason enough. You can’t ex- 


pect a man past three-score to be convincing as a hard-riding hero 
of the wild and woolly West. 

They say he suffered, in recent years, attacks of severe melan- 
cholia. If that is true, perhaps it is a blessing that the old hero has 
gone on. 

He belonged to an era that is long passed. An era of crudity in 
screen entertainment, but he brought keen pléasure to millions. Few 
screen actors numbered so many fans as he. You might, if you could 
see, again, some of the pictures in which he starred, laugh. Maybe 
you scorn “Westerns” anyway. 

Don’t forget, however, Hart was the best in the type of work he 
did. Was the best and still is the best. For no later star of the horse 
errs has equaled him. In his cafeer, he remains the champion of 
’em all. 

And no man is unworthy of the world’s admiration and respect 
who achieves such a pinnacle in any line of Jjonest endeavor.

All along 
the line it is possible for something 
to happen to the milk which will 
make it unsanitary and thus un- 
safe, Research in the fields of sani- 
tation and protection is very nec- 
essary.

Police Seeking 
Young Dad in 
Babies Deaths 


SAN MATEO, Cal., June 25— 
(UP)—Police Tuesday night 
sought a 24-year-old father for 
questioning after the broken bod- 
ies of his two baby girls were 
found in a creek bed and their 
mother was found wandering 
dazed and half-clad in a canyon. 

Object of the search is Dorhas 
J. Newton, of Alameda, Cal., whose 
children, Barbara Lee, 3, and 
Mary Ann, 7 months, «vere found 
dead in Wagner Canyon near the 
rugged San Mateo County coast. 
Police said the children had ap- 
parently been thrown from an au- 
tomobile into the creek beside the 
highway. 

Their bodies were discovered 
shortly after their mother, Mrs. 
Lorraine Newton, 21, was found 
wandering aimlessly in the can- 
yon in a dazed and disheveled 
condition. She was taken to a 
hospital, where she was too dis- 
traught to give an account of the 
tragedy. 

Authorities said the couple had 
left their home with their children 
yesterday. Neighbors said Newton 
had returned alone at about 5 
p. m. yesterday and left an hour 
later, taking the babies’ bottles 
with him. 

Newton’s employers at a San 
Francisco glass firm said he had 
failed to report for work this 
morning. 

Mrs. Newton was severely beat- 
en, and was suffering from scalp 
wounds and bruises about the face 
and head. Officers said she appar- 
ently had spent the night in a 
shack on a nearby ranch, about 
2,000 yards from where her chil- 
dren’s bodies were found. 

Alameda police records revealed 
this was the second time within 
three months that tragedy had 
struck the family. In April the 
youngest child suffered a frac- 
tured skull when she was beaten 
with a stick wielded by a neigh- 
bor’s child.
